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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the Examiner's statement of 
reasons for finding the the Arguments of the Remarks dated 12/15/06 unpersuasive (see Final Office action dated 2/13/07), Applicant 
argues that Applicant incorrectly stated that the measuring point is "at the rear of the tunable wavelength filter 30." (pg. 4, 4th paragraph) 
As a result, this statement is withdrawn from the consideration of the allowability of the claims of the instant invention. 

However, the application is still not in conditon for allowance because the 1 12-1st rejection has not been overcome. In response to the 
11 2-1 st rejection of the Final OA dated 2/13/07, Applicant argues that "the photo amplifying apparatus of the present invention measures 
both the light power of a specific wavelength and the light power of all wavelengths at the measuring point which is located at splitter 12." 
(pg. 4, last paragraph). This argument does not obviate the rejection because claim 1 specifically claims "A SPECIFIC WAVELENGTH 
MEASURING UNIT that measures the light power of the optical signals of a specific wavelength at a measuring point that has no filter in 
front of said position wherein an optical signal that has not been filtered can be measured at said measuring point." (emphasis added; 
lines 3-5). Applicant has specifically disclosed that the SPECIFIC WAVELENGTH MEASURING UNIT measures the light power of a 
specific wavelength at a measuring point (e.g., see pg. 9, lines 10-1 1 of Applicant's specification). Further, figure 8 clearly discloses a filter 
#51 in said specific wavelength measuring unit (#51 , #31 ). In addition, the specification lacks any disclosure of how the specific 
wavelength measuring unit would measure a specific wavelength without a fitler. As a result, the argument is unpersuasive. 
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
